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1. On 10 March, all rail traffic was suspended between Ljubljana and Postumia, 
and Postumia into Istria. 


2. On the same day in Postumia a scout train was headed toward Istria followed 
by a deluxe passenger train, carrying a small convoy of luxury automobiles. 


3. The public ‘believed that Marshal Tito was travelling to Pola. The reason 
for this trip is unknown. 
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
